But when we took the Matter into our own Hand, 
and impiouſly blaſphem'd the Righteous God, by 
alcribing our Wickedneſs to his Providence, we 
were left to the Fruits of our own Folly : We feel 
the fad Eitfefts, and have worſe to fear, till we be no 
more a Nation, but become an exhauſted Province.

A melancholly SubjeC& ! But if we have any ſenfe 
of Religion leit ; if under a Cry of Moderation, and 
Liberty of Conſcience, the Hardſhips put upon the 
Reverend Clergy, oblig'd to Swear or Starve, and 
the inconſiſtent Oaths, which Men of no Conſcience 
forc'd upon them that once had ſome; if theſe 
Meaſures have not deprived us of the Senſe of 
Good and Evil, Religion and Moral Honeſty, the 
Danger of our immortal Souls is a Conſideration 
of much greater Conſequence, than any tempo- 
ral Calamity, be it what it may ; nor 1s there in- 
deed ſo ſure a Way of averting, or removing tem- 
poral Evils, or at leaſt making them turn to our 
Advantage, as by a ſpeedy and real Repentauce. 
IF we are ſenſible of our Sins, and forſake 'them, 


who can tell but God will yet be gracious to us, 
| | as 
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E as a Nation? To be ſure he will. pardon every 

| particular Perſon who thus repents. | 
But to wipe our Mouths, and ſay we have 

done no Wickedneſs,' is very diftaat from Repen- 

tance : To profeſs with our Lips what our Heart 

cannot but condemn; to do it in the Houſe of 


God, and in our very Addreſſes to him ; to aſcribe 
BE to the God of Holineſs and efleatial Juſtice, what 
” 1s abhorrent to his Nature ; and ſolemnly to thank 


him for proſperous Wicked:iefs, is a moſt outra- 
geous Profanation. I will not, I cannot aggravate . 
it; may it never be remembred but in a peni- 
tent Way ; and therefore may it never be again 
repeated. 

To which Purpoſe, tet me entreat the Reverend 
| Clergy [who are Examples to their Flocks] ſeri- 
# ouſly to read over the Service for the Fifth of 
November in private, before they come to read it 
in the Houſe of God; and in his Name, and for 
his ſake and their own, I beg them to conſider, 
how oppolite it is to his eſſential Attributes 3 how 
inconſiſtent with the Principles and Profeflions of 
mairy of them; and how fatal ſuch profane aud 
hypocritical Addreſſes muſt be to the Souls of thoſe 
who make them. — —One would be glad to know, 
what Seaſon we refer to by the Time that afflifted 
us. It cainot be the Reigns of King Charles and 
King Fames the Second, in which Trade flouriſhed ; 
we enjoy'd Peace and Ple:ty ; our Churches were 
better frequented than they have been fince ; our 
Clergy in higher Reputation ; Religion more reve- 
renced and more at Heart ; .the few that had ſome 
Cauſe to complain, were treated in a more humane 
and generous Manner, than the many who have 
ſuffered fince. Oarzs, whoſe Charatter every 
body knows, was whipp'd ſeverely, tis true ; but 
not to Death. . Seven Biſhops were confan'd for a 
while in the Tower, and were allowed a ſpeedy 


and fair Tryal; but they were not Depriv'd, Ki 
ve 
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five of thoſe very Biſhops were, by their pretended 
Deliverer, and not ſo much as allowed a ſmall Sub- 
ſiſtence. The Magdalen College Buſineſs was much 
outdone by the many Nonjurors left to ſtarve with 
their Wives, and Children. There 1s nothing in 
Kirs James's Reign parallel to the GLENCos 'Mas- 


SACRE; nor to the Defolation of the Church of 
Scotland ; a Prelude to that of Englaud. For what - 


15 it. then that we are to offer up our unfeigned Thanks ? 
What is it, what can it be, that fills our Hearts with 
Foy and Gladneſs, when we temember the Revoluti- 
On ? Is it, that our Hereditary Monarchy was chan- 


ged into an Blettive ? That we drove away our 


native and lawful Princes, indued with an inborn He- 
reditary Clemency, to ſet up a Foxt16N RACE, :who 
neither underſtand our Laws nor Conſtitution, nor 
ſo much as our Language ? Is it, that our once 
groundlels and unreaſonable Fears, are really 


\brought upon us by the unrighteous Methods we 
took to be rid of them ? For Popery can never ob- 


tain in this Ifland, but Arheiſm and Irreligion not 
only may, but do. Do we rejoice, that our Plen- 
ty aud Peace are exchanged for War and Miſery ? 
That the Nation is invotved in a Debt, which, in 
the Way we are, muſt inevitably fink it ? That 
Multitudes of Families are reduced to extreme Ne- 
ceffity, that the Betrayers of their Country may 
enrich themſelves with its Spoils ? Do we who were 
ſd afraid of ſuffering any thing for Conſcience ſake, 
(that we choſe Iniquity rather than AMi&ion) rejoice 
that inſtead of a few Martyrs for the Truth (a 
Tryal we may fafely ſay we ſhould: never have been 
put to by King Temes) fo many Thoufand Lives and 
Souls have periſhed in an unjuſt and ambitious War ? 
Do we preſume to thank God for a Deliverance from 
thoſe Grievances we comp ptfined of in our Pet:tion of 
Right, ata Time whenwwe labour under the fame, or 
greater, in Conſequence of that pretended Delive- 
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Trance : Grievances which are not leſſened, but in- 
creaſed, by being bound upon us by thoſe who call 
themſelves our Repreſentatives ; the Corruption of a 
Parliament being the greateſt of all Grievances, as 
depriving us of all peaceable Means of Redreſs, chan- 
ging and ſuſpending our Laws, and even deſtroying 
our Conſtitution, as their Managers are pleaſed to 
dire. Tyranny 1s hateful from: whatever Hand. it 
proceeds ; it is not the better, but the worſe for 
being Proteſtant ; the Inſult is greater, and the In- 
dignation ought to be ſo, when we ſee our ſelves 
oppreſs'd by thoſe who declare the loudeſt againft 
Oppreſftions, and depriv'd of our Rights and Liber- 
ties, by thoſe who pretended to defend them. Pro- 
vidence is always juſt and wiſe, even when the Suc- 
ceſs does not anſwer our Expettation ; but we are 
neither, if we judge by Events. Time has convinc'd 
us of our Want of Wiſdom, it were happy for us, 
had we as lively a Senſe of our Injuſtice. With what 
Face can we ſpeak to an All-knowing God of our 
extreme Dangers; ſince they who raiſed the Alarm, 
and made the loudeſt Noiſe with their Fears, allow, 
now their Turn is ſerved, that the Stories which 
gave us thoſe Apprehenſions, were moſt of them 
Forgeries ; and the real Dangers were brought upon 
us by the treacherous Ci:unſels of the Men, whom 
OuR PRETENDED DELIVERER afterwards employ'd 
and- rewarded for betraying their too honeſk and 
credulous Maſter ? 

Had we then a Foreigner for our L--d and King? 
one who kept up, not a chimerical, but a real ſeparate 
Intereſt from ours; who had other Subjects and Domi- 
nions more belov'd, amongſt whom our Treaſure was 
exhauſted? No; K. James made his Subjefts rich as 
well as himſelf, and loſt his Crown becauſe he wou'd 
not enter into Alliances to the Dztrimeat of his own 
People.

; Indeed ſucceed; SUNDERLAaND and others had the Re- 
ward of betraying their Country as well as their Prince 
and Benefator: The Confederates alſo had theirs, in 
drawing us in to bear the Expence and Burthen of their 
Cuarrels.

reign's Throne, and ſo became our King and Governour. 
Is not this as ſolemn an Approbation of the Revolu- 
tion, and all the Methods that were taken to —_— 
it, as can be made; and ſuch as is utterly inconſiſtent 
with the Do&rine of Paſlive Obedience? Let us lay 
our Hands upon our Hearts, and ſeriouſly conſider, 
what Service our Excuſes and Evaſions will do us at 
the dreagful Tribunal of the righteous God. Can we 
excuſe our ſelves from being Partakers at leaſt in other 
Mens Sins, and from giving Countenance and Encourage- 
ment to a Wickedneſs, which we profeſs toabhor? But 
if Principles of Religion will not per{wade us to juſter 
Meaſures; if the Honour of our Church and Nation has 
no Effe& upon us; let us at leaſt regard our mere 
temporal Intereſt, which drew us at firſt into the 
Snare; and conſider, how the juſt Judgment of God 
has purſu'd us in onr own Way, and puniſhed us by 
our very iniquity. D9 but allow Athe;ſm, Arianſm, &c. 
as bad as Popery, and we mult needs own 'tis too 
notorious to be deny'd, that the very Evils we were 
ata Diſtance afraid of, are by our Methods of Prevention 
brought upon us. Our Impatgence wou'd not bear any- 
thing from our Lawful Prince, to whom we owed Sub- 
jetion; and we tamely bear every thing from an 
Uſ——r, whom in Duty, Henor, and Intereſt, we are 
obliz'd to oppoſe. The No we formerly pretended 
in Breach of the Laws, our Oaths and Duty, is now 
real and urgent, and the Meaſures it puts us upon,
